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Message 
from  the 
President 


This  winter  and  spring  my  travels  have 
taken  me  to  Philadelphia,  Pittsburgh,  St. 
Louis,  Chicago,  Buffalo,  Rochester,  Hous- 
ton, Los  Angeles,  Wilmington,  Jackson- 
ville, Boca  Grande,  Naples,  Palm  Beach, 
Vero  Beach,  Miami,  Williamsburg,  and 
Charlottesville.  Beyond  the  United  States, 
I travelled  to  Japan  for  student  recruiting, 
through  the  generosity  of  one  of  our 
Japanese  parents. 

Everywhere,  I have  found  positive  inter- 
est in  Pine  Manor  College.  Alumnae  and 
parents  are  well  informed  on  progress  and 
new  developments,  and  our  base  for  finan- 
cial support  is  beginning  to  increase  and 
strengthen. 

In  addition,  there  is  growing  interest  in 
all  geographic  areas  among  prospective 
students.  The  College  now  seems  to  be  ef- 
fectively reaching  a group  of  young 
women  whom  it  can  serve  well.  It  has 
been  truly  exciting  for  the  entire  College 
community  to  witness  the  substantial  in- 
crease in  applications  for  next  fall.  At  pre- 
sent we  anticipate  an  increase  in 
Freshman  enrollment  alone  to  be  about  25 
per  cent  over  last  year's  Freshman  class. 

On  the  home  front,  students  are  return- 
ing to  Pine  Manor  for  their  Sophomore, 
Junior,  and  Senior  years  in  gratifyingly 
high  numbers.  I am  particularly  pleased  to 
be  able  to  tell  you  that  we  expect  more 
than  forty  upperclassmen  (Juniors  and 
Seniors)  on  campus  next  year.  At  the  same 
time,  our  transfer  record  remains  excel- 
lent, with  prestigious  colleges  such  as 
Wellesley  accepting  record  numbers  of 
students.  Those  students  who  look  for  a 
job  after  completion  of  the  A. A.  degree 
find  that  their  internships  have  provided 
them  with  valuable  work  experience. 


We  are  proving  that  the  College  can  and 
does  serve  the  varying  needs  of  its  stu- 
dents, be  it  through  preparing  them  for 
transfer,  for  an  entry-level  position  in  the 
job  market,  or  for  two  more  years  at  Pine 
Manor  in  one  of  the  six  B.A.  programs. 

The  figure  six  reflects  the  addition  of  one 
new  B.A.  program  in  Business  Manage- 
ment to  be  inaugurated  this  fall  in  re- 
sponse to  high  student-interest  in  this 
field  and  the  demand  for  a program  de- 
signed to  serve  the  special  needs  of  young 
women.  An  advisory  board  drawn  from 
alumnae,  parents,  and  neighbors  will 
monitor  the  development  of  this  new  ven- 
ture. 

I thank  all  alumnae  and  parents  for  their 
on-going  support  and  encouragement.

President  Rosemary  Ashby  and  her 
husband  John  traveled  again  to  Japan  dur- 
ing the  spring  vacation  period.  They  were 
the  guests  of  a Pine  Manor  parent  in  Japan. 
While  there,  President  Ashby  talked  with 
the  directors  of  student  counseling  ser- 
vices which  specialize  in  referring  stu- 
dents to  foreign  colleges.  She  also  toured 
several  girls'  schools  and  women's  col- 
leges, and  visited  alumnae  and  the  parents 
of  many  of  Pine  Manor's  Japanese  stu- 
dents. In  addition,  she  addressed  the 
Nagoya  Moriyama  Rotary  Club,  and  was 
interviewed  by  two  newspapers  and  a 
magazine.  President  Ashby  feels  the  trip 
generated  much  interest  in  Pine  Manor 
among  prospective  students. 

President  Rosemary  Ashby  added 
another  radio  interview  to  the  four  she 
gave  last  fall  and  winter.  The  latest  was 
with  radio  station  WCOZ  and  was  aired  in 
March.  She  discussed  several  issues  con- 
cerning independent  colleges  as  well  as 
her  role  as  president.  President  Ashby  also 
addressed  the  Cambridge  Rotary  Club  on 
June  7.  The  topic  was  "Trends  in  Women's 
Education." 

International  Student  Advisor  Dagmar 
Kohring  gave  a radio  interview  with  Sta- 
tion WEEI.  Interviewed  by  Bill  Lawrence, 
Ms.  Kohring  discussed  some  of  the  con- 
cerns students  from  other  countries  have 
when  they  attend  college  in  the  U.S.A.  and 
how  she  helps  them.  The  show  was  edited 
and  aired  over  a two-week  period  during 
the  beginning  of  June. 

Dr.  Burnham  Carter,  Instructor  in  the 
Humanities  Division,  has  assumed  the  re- 
sponsibilities of  Acting  Academic  Dean, 
replacing  Dr.  Alesandra  Schmidt. 

Dr.  Carter  has  represented  Pine  Manor 
on  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Marine  Studies  Project  of  M.I.T.'s  Marine 
Studies  Consortium  this  past  year.  The 
Marine  Studies  Consortium  is  a group  of 
twenty  colleges  and  universities  which 
have  banded  together  to  develop  an  in- 
terinstitutional,  interdisciplinary  cur- 
riculum in  marine  studies.  One  of  the 
functions  of  the  executive  committee  is  to 
seek  out  a proper  recipient  of  the  M.I.T./ 
Sea  Grant,  which  will  partially  finance  the 
implementation  of  the  course  proposals. 

On  March  22,  Karl  Lautenschlager,  an 
Instructor  in  Political  Science,  presented  a 
paper  at  the  20th  annual  convention  of  the 
International  Studies  Association,  held  in 
Toronto.  Mr.  Lautenschlager's  presenta- 
tion addressed  issues  of  international  arms 
control,  particularly  some  of  the  problems 
encountered  in  negotiating  a second  SALT 
agreement. 


Leanne  Cowley,  Assistant  Director  of 
Publications,  wrote  an  article  on  solar 
energy  for  Boston  Today  magazine.  She 
examined  some  of  the  current  uses  of  solar 
space  and  water  heating  in  New  England, 
as  well  as  the  future  possibilities  for  solar 
technology. 

fane  Christopher,  Director  of  Alumnae 
Relations,  has  been  elected  to  the  board  of 
trustees  of  Middlebury  College  in  Ver- 
mont. 

The  friends  and  family  of  Priscilla  and 
William  P.  Person,  Vice  President,  Opera- 
tions, have  established  a scholarship  fund 
in  their  names  in  honor  of  their  40th  wed- 
ding anniversary.

Constance

Successful  combination  of  motherhood 
and  a career  is  an  achievement  which 
many  Pine  Manor  alumnae  have  accom- 
plished with  zeal  and  dedication,  if  not 
ease.  Constance  Read  Greason,  '29,  is  still 
going  strong  and  growing  after  fifty  years 
as  a dedicated  artist. 

Connie's  serious  interest  in  art  began  at 
a young  age  and  continued  at  Pine  Manor, 
where  she  studied  under  "the  uniquely 
wonderful"  Margaret  Patterson,  teacher 
and  printmaker.  She  also  studied  at  Packer 
Collegiate  Institute,  the  Art  Students' 
League,  and  the  Grand  Central  School  of 
Art  in  New  York.  In  the  early  thirties,  she 
married  James  B.  Greason,  Jr.,  an  attorney, 
and  returned  with  him  to  Boston.  Later, 
Connie  studied  with  Donald  Stoltenberg 


and  George  Demetrios.  She's  a perpetual 
student  — "I've  been  going  to  art  classes 
all  my  life"  — which  perhaps  contributes 
to  her  youthful  outlook  and  vigor. 

In  the  thirties,  in  an  effort  to  "prove  to 
my  family  that  art  pays,"  Connie  was  a 
fashion  designer  and  an  illustrator  for 
Bamat  Yams,  a knitting-wear  house. 

"Well,  it  didn't  pay,  but  it  was  interest- 
ing," she  laughs.  Her  portfolio  contains 
dozens  of  sketches  and  paintings  of  long- 
limbed  women  dressed  in  the  height-of- 
thirties  elegance. 

At  this  time,  her  portraits  and  land- 
scapes were  realistic  in  style.  Her  style 
changed  when  her  first  child  was  still  a 
baby  and  she  was  beginning  to  feel  the  pull 
of  two  opposing  demands  on  her  time  and 
affection.  This  struggle  continued  until 
her  three  children  were  much  older. 
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She  says,  "In  the  thirties,  I missed  the 
opportunity  to  study  with  Hans  Hoffman, 
the  German- American  abstract  ex- 
pressionist. He  was  teaching  at  the  Ernest 
Thum  School  of  Art  in  East  Gloucester 
during  the  summer  of  1934.  In  those  days, 
one  didn't  leave  a baby  to  take  art  classes. 
But  Hoffman  influenced  the  school,  and  I 
became  excited  by  what  he  was  doing.  I 
loosened  up,  you  might  say.  I still  love  the 
old  art  and  the  old  realism,  but  Hoffman 
was  so  dynamic." 

After  the  influence  of  the  Ernest  Thum 
School,  she  became  increasingly  avant- 
garde,  trying  to  find  and  convey  "the  es- 
sence of  a thing,  to  get  away  from  the  real 
object." 

Connie  is  often  inspired  by  her  travels. 
"When  I return,  I paint  many  different  ver- 
sions of  the  same  scene.  Eventually  it  gets 
to  be  a non-scene.  I have  a theme,  a trace 
of  the  original,  which  I keep  in  my  mind, 
but  with  each  new  version,  I get  further 
away  from  the  recognizable  original.  If 
you  keep  at  it  long  enough,  it  develops 
into  something.  Something  free  happens 
— that's  the  best  way  I can  describe  it. 

"The  trouble  is,"  she  continues,  "I  still 
like  the  reality  of  things.  It  takes  a long 
time  to  get  into  it,  this  essence.  It  requires 
time  and  concentration,  time  to  sit  and 
think,  time  to  sort  through  the  good  and 
the  bad  paintings  of  a theme. 

"But  the  life  of  a female  makes  this  time 
hard  to  get.  I think  women  need  to  accept 
this  problem.  You're  divided  by  nature  — 
you  love  your  children  and  grandchildren, 
and  you  need  them  as  they  need  you.  Of 
course  you  want  to  spend  as  much  time  as 
possible  with  them.  But  you  also  need  to 
have  long  stretches  of  time  to  do  your  own 
work.  It's  a constant  struggle  to  fulfill 
both  needs." 

Connie's  husband  lim  provided  the  sup- 
port she  needed  in  this  struggle.  "His 
interest  in  my  feeling  for  art  and  my  need 
to  work  was  part  of  our  relationship,  and 
his  understanding  was  vital  to  balancing 
the  ball  of  mother/artist." 

Connie  Greason  has  three  children  and 
eight  grandchildren,  and  her  work  is 
widely  recognized.  Her  eldest  daughter 
Melinda  is  also  a talented  artist,  with  an 
M.F.A.  from  the  Chicago  Institute  School 
of  Art.  Her  style  is  different  from  that  of 
her  mother;  Connie  describes  it  as  "much 
more  linear." 

In  1964,  the  culmination  of  her  struggle 
to  be  both  artist  and  mother  came  when 


she  and  Melinda  showed  their  work  to- 
gether, along  with  four  other  artists,  in  an 
exhibition  at  the  Copley  Society  of  Bos- 
ton. In  1974,  Melinda  received  the  top 
award  in  the  watercolor  category  in  the 
New  England  Exhibition  of  Painting  and 
Sculpture,  held  by  the  Silvermine  Guild  of 
Artists  in  Connecticut. 

Connie's  paintings  and  collagraphs  have 
been  displayed  at  many  galleries,  muse- 
ums, arts  festivals,  and  associations 
throughout  New  England,  in  New  Jersey 
and  Pennsylvania,  and  in  Hamburg,  West 
Germany.  Three  of  her  prints  were  ex- 
hibited at  Pine  Manor  in  1971  at  a show 
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of  alumnae  artwork  during  Alumnae- 
Reunion  Weekend.  This  year,  she  had  her 
own  show  in  Ellsworth  Hall  during  the 
1979  Alumnae-Reunion  Weekend. 

One  new  exhibition  in  which  she's  been 
involved  is  the  DeCordova  Museum's 
"Circulating  Program,"  which  rotates  art 
for  exhibits  in  industries. 

Connie  says  that  many  people  have 
problems  with  modem  art.  Even  she  had 
difficulty  "getting  into  it." 

"Some  artists  suggest  that  you  tell 
people  to  look  at  a work  as  a visual  experi- 
ence. Maybe  we  should  let  it  go  at  that. 

But  I do  think  that  people  need  to  be  edu- 
cated in  modern  art.  That's  vital.  Of 
course,  there  are  people  who  will  always 
say,  Where's  the  waterfront  in  the  paint- 
ing? And  I'm  tempted  to  throw  up  my 
hands  and  say  nothing  can  be  done  for 
them.  But  education  is  important  in 
understanding  how  to  look  at  art,  and 
museums  are  the  best  resource.  The  more 
you  go  and  just  absorb,  the  more  you  get 
out  of  it.  It's  very  important  to  expose  stu- 
dents to  museums  and  to  art."

Four  years  ago,  Connie's  husband  died, 
leaving  her  shocked  and  disoriented.  She 
abandoned  her  art  and  began  a round  of 
other  activities,  such  as  duplicate  bridge, 
to  get  herself  involved  with  other  people. 
Now,  she  is  "trying  to  get  back  on  the 
track,  back  to  the  stream  of  things  where 
I left  off  when  my  husband  died.  I still 
haven't  got  used  to  the  shock.  But  a lot  of 
people  my  age  are  worse  off,"  she  says 
with  her  usual  cheer.  "A  sense  of  humor 
helps  — that's  why  I sound  flippant  some- 
times." 

Right  now  Connie  is  working  on  litho- 
graphs and  finding  it  a challenge  to  de- 
velop as  free  an  approach  in  this  medium 
as  she  has  with  painting.  With  that,  and  all 
her  other  activities,  it  seems  impossible 
that  she'd  have  any  spare  time,  but  her 
physical  and  intellectual  energy  seems 
endless.  She  has  just  started  reading  a 
five-volume  biography  of  Henry  James.

From  Volunteer  to 
Professional 

As  the  first  woman  to  be  appointed 
Florida  Area  Director  of  the  American 
Jewish  Committee,  Brenda  Shapiro,  '58,  is 
living  proof  of  the  heights  to  which  volun- 
teer work  can  lead.  After  ten  years  of  vol- 
unteering for  the  agency,  she  is  now  in 
charge  of  bringing  together  various  ethnic, 
racial,  and  religious  groups  in  the  Miami 
area.  She  has  traveled  to  China,  and  has 
had  lunch  at  the  White  House. 

The  American  Jewish  Committee  is  the 
United  States'  oldest  national  human  rela- 
tions agency.  It  deals  with  inter-group  co- 
alition-building. For  instance,  the  Miami 
office,  which  has  the  largest  membership 
of  any  area  in  the  Committee,  organized 
the  Interfaith  Commission  of  Dade 
County.  The  Commission  is  made  up  of 
the  heads  of  various  religious  sects,  who 
meet  to  deliberate  and  discuss  community 
affairs  of  concern  to  them  all. 

After  years  of  volunteering,  Brenda  went 
back  to  school  at  the  age  of  thirty,  to  earn 
her  B.A.  in  human  relations  and  sociology 
at  the  University  of  Miami.  But  she  feels 
that  the  pool  of  knowledge  she  draws  upon 
most  frequently  comes  from  volunteering. 
"I  am  forty  years  old,  and  many  women 
my  age  have  done  or  are  doing  volunteer 
work.  But  most  of  them  don't  realize  they 
have  a whole  set  of  skills  they  can  utilize 
that  are  developed  through  volunteer 
work.  It  is  now,  as  a professional,  that  I 
realize  the  overwhelming  majority  of 
skills  I use  are  those  gained  from  my  vol- 
unteer years." 


As  Area  Director,  Brenda's  duties  are 
many.  She  is  in  charge  of  all  the  agency's 
business  in  Florida,  which  includes  servic- 
ing and  providing  information  for  the 
state's  3500  members,  as  well  as  helping 
them  to  implement  their  programs.  For- 
eign affairs  are  also  of  primary  importance 
— the  status  of  Jews  in  South  America,  for 
instance,  and  doing  business  with  the 
agency's  offices  in  Paris,  Jerusalem,  and 
Mexico  City. 

Last  year,  Brenda's  work  took  her  to 
China  for  a government-arranged  tour. 
Eighteen  people  involved  in  volunteer 
community  organizations  were  selected  to 
examine  how  China  has  organized  itself 
on  the  community  level  to  meet  the  needs 
of  its  people.  Brenda  came  back  with  a 
new  perspective  on  the  structure  of 
American  society. 

"We  organize  such  things  as  day-care 
from  a volunteer  standpoint,  but  the 
Chinese  do  it  from  an  indigenous  social- 
structure  standpoint.  Volunteerism  is 
built  into  the  system.  It's  easier  to  estab- 
lish a unity  of  purpose  and  a cohesiveness 
of  structure  that  way,  but  I'm  not  so  sure 
that's  a positive  value.  Diversity  is  a more 
positive  value.  My  agency  is  devoted  to 
maintaining  diversity,  not  minimizing  it, 
and  yet  having  all  heard." 

Brenda  loves  her  work,  and  feels  it  to  be 
of  great  importance.  Her  goals,  in  fact, 
would  be  noble  ones  for  international  rela- 
tions committees  to  adopt: 

"My  object  is  to  build  a strong,  inte- 
grated community  in  the  Miami  area.  It's  a 
matter  of  sharing  concerns  common  to  all 
special  interest  groups,  such  as  the  Urban 
League  and  the  Spanish-American  League, 
negotiating  between  group  interests  to 
find  the  common  issues  such  as  quality 
education,  and  then  helping  one  another 
with  the  problems  that  are  important  to 
individual  groups.  Exchange  concerns,  and 
you  get  so  you  need  each  other." 


Much  of  her  drive  and  ambition,  Brenda 
feels,  comes  from  Pine  Manor's  influence. 
"The  basic  foundation  I got  at  Pine  Manor 
was  the  determination  to  go  on. 

"I'm  glad  Pine  Manor  was  a women's 
college.  It  helped  me  to  sort  out  some  im- 
portant issues  for  myself.  I was  able  to  test 
my  skills  as  a leader  and  to  develop  my 
abilities.  I was  comfortable  in  asserting 
my  points  of  view.  It  was  a mind-expand- 
ing experience  and  made  a lot  of  things  in 
my  later  life  possible. 

"I'm  proud  of  Pine  Manor  — it's  had  the 
courage  to  change." 

High  Fashion 
Model 

"There  is  no  average  day.  It's  like  being 
an  accountant  — you  rush  and  slave  for 
the  April  15  deadline,  then  suddenly 
there's  nothing.  At  busy  times,  I'm  out  of 
the  house  by  eight  in  the  morning  and 
often  don't  get  back  until  ten-thirty  at 
night.  I don't  eat,  I lose  weight.  Sometimes 
I even  get  sick." 

To  most  people,  this  description  of  the 
life  of  a New  York  model  would  come  as  a 
surprise.  But  Elizabeth  Lee  Fabiaschi,  '72, 
a free-lance  runway  and  fitting  model 
with  the  Ellen  Harth  Agency,  reveals  that 
the  world  of  high-fashion  modeling  is  not 
quite  as  easy  and  glamorous  as  its  image 
suggests.  "It's  exciting  and  fun,  but  it's  a 
lot  of  hard  work,  too,"  she  declares,  after 
returning  last  April  from  the  couture  fash- 
ion shows  in  London,  Paris,  and  Milan. 

Liz  got  her  first  taste  of  modeling  when, 
as  a student  working  in  New  York  for  the 
summer,  she  was  asked  to  audition  for  an 
Ivory  Snow  commercial.  "I  always 
thought  modeling  would  be  really  neat, 
but  I never  thought  it  could  happen  to 
me." 

After  finishing  her  education  at  Col- 
orado State  University  with  a B.A.  in 
Communications,  she  tried  to  get  into 
magazine  modeling  in  New  York.  She  had 
nearly  given  up  trying  to  get  into  that  ex- 
ceedingly competitive  and  "impersonal" 
market,  when  the  idea  of  trying  runway 
modeling  occurred  to  her.  Geoffrey  Beene, 
the  designer,  gave  Liz  her  first  break  as  a 
fitting  and  show  model.  She  worked  for 
him  for  a year  and  a half,  and  he  proved  to 
be  "a  good  launching  pad,  because  of  his 
success  in  the  domestic  and  European 
markets." 


Currently,  Liz  has  accounts  with  such 
designers  as  Bill  Atkinson,  Donald  Brooks, 
Eric  Jones  for  Blousecraft,  Holly  Harp,  and 
Charlotte  Ford.  She  also  works  for  fashion 
magazines  and  in  shows  for  Bergdorf 
Goodman,  Saks  Fifth  Avenue,  and  other 
department  stores.  Last  fall,  the  Merv 
Griffin  show  featured  several  top  de- 
signers, each  of  whom  brought  his  or  her 
"favorite"  model.  Liz  appeared  with  Geof- 
frey Beene. 

As  if  this  busy  life  isn't  enough,  Liz  is 
taking  acting  lessons  and  is  auditioning 
for  commercials.  "It's  a whole  new  di- 
mension — not  only  do  you  have  to  look 
the  part,  you  have  to  be  the  part."

Liz  is  very  happy  and  enthusiastic  about 
her  work,  but  she  dispels  any  notions  of 
carefree  independence  and  easy  money. 
"This  kind  of  business  can  be  very  tense," 
says  Liz.  "As  a freelancer,  I have  fittings 
and  bookings  all  day,  running  from  place 
to  place  and  trying  to  please  everyone  at 
once.  Designers  get  very  possessive  of 
your  time.  There  are  times  when  I get  all 
tied  up  in  knots,  and  I have  to  leam  to  say 
No  when  people  demand  too  much  of 
me."  The  fact  that  Liz  spent  over  two 
thousand  dollars  on  cab  fares  alone  last 
year  gives  some  idea  of  her  daily  schedule. 

Another  problem  of  the  profession,  and 
one  which  most  people  don't  have  to  come 
to  terms  with  quite  so  early  in  life,  is  ag- 
ing. "An  older  model  I know  is  already 
getting  paranoid  about  her  age.  I realize 
someday  it  will  happen  to  me.  There 
comes  a time  when  they  don't  want  you 
anymore,  and  everything  you've  done  for 
them  doesn't  make  any  difference." 


Of  course,  all  this  pressure  and  hard 
work  does  have  its  compensations.  Aside 
from  the  unusual  fringe  benefits  — travel 
to  romantic  and  exotic  places,  meeting  the 
"big  names"  of  the  fashion  and  entertain- 
ment world  — the  modeling  business  is 
"very  lucrative.  I couldn't  otherwise  be 
making  this  much  money  at  my  age  un- 
less I were  a stockbroker."  Not  only  that, 
but  expenses  for  things  like  clothing, 
cosmetics,  and  dental  work  are  tax  deduc- 
tible as  business  expenses. 

Of  her  four  years  as  a college  student, 

Liz  remembers  her  two  at  Pine  Manor 
with  the  most  fondness.  "I  think  of  my 
college  experience  as  being  there.  The 
friends  I made  then  are  the  ones  I keep  up 
with.  It  was  a nice  beginning  for  me." 

And  what  of  the  day  when  the  fashion 
world  "doesn't  want  her  anymore"?  Liz 
thinks  she  will  go  back  into  communica- 
tions. She  believes  that  the  public  rela- 
tions experience  she's  getting  from  model- 
ing will  be  an  advantage. 


Gemologist  and 
Goldsmith 

Alison  Rogers  Crane,  '57,  of  Glenview, 
Illinois,  has  the  uncommon  distinction  of 
being  a graduate  gemologist.  You  might 
say  she  has  a many-faceted  profession:  She 
is  also  a goldsmith,  enamelist,  appraiser 
and  buyer  of  gems,  and  investment  con- 
sultant. She  has  been  in  business  for  her- 
self for  ten  years.  After  serving  as  an  ap- 
prentice to  a jeweler  for  two  years,  she 
eventually  obtained  a certificate  in  gradu- 
ate gemology  from  the  Gemological  Insti- 
tute of  America. 

How  did  Alison  get  started  in  this  un- 
usual business?  “I've  always  loved  gems 
and  jewelry.  When  I decided,  after  chang- 
ing professional  interests  several  times,  to 
take  up  either  jewelry  or  gemology,  my 
husband  suggested  that  I make  it  jewelry, 
since  I bought  so  much  of  it!" 

Her  growing  interest  in  gems  and  ap- 
praisal, however,  led  her  to  study  in  the 
graduate  program  at  the  Institute.  Now 
that  she  is  both  goldsmith  and  gemologist, 
Alison  works  as  a goldsmith  on  commis- 
sion for  storeowners  and  as  a consultant 
to  those  who  wish  to  buy  or  invest  in  pre- 
cious gems.

"The  main  reason  I went  into  the  con- 
sulting business  is  that  I became  aware 
that  many  people  were  not  being  treated 
properly  when  buying  gems.  Ideally,  a 
jeweler  knows  his  stones,  but  sometimes 
that  is  not  the  case,  and  buyers  get  over- 
charged on  their  investments.  So,  my  role 
is  to  help  people  to  spend  wisely.  I advise 
the  investor  which  stones  are  the  best  buy 
at  the  moment,  those  stones  which  are 
becoming  obsolete  but  which  are  still 
affordable." 

As  a goldsmith,  Alison  designs  and 
makes  jewelry.  She  buys  precious  stones 
wholesale,  both  for  her  own  work  and  for 
investors.  This  pleasant  duty  takes  her  all 
over  the  world  in  search  of  the  best  buys. 
She  went  to  the  Middle  East  last  Sep- 
tember to  visit  a diamond  factory,  and 
over  the  years  has  traveled  to  Mexico, 
Brazil,  Amsterdam,  India,  and  throughout 
the  United  States. 

As  an  enamelist,  Alison  makes  her  own 
designs  on  gold,  copper,  and  silver  for 
jewelry,  bowls,  plates,  and  other  items.  To 
add  to  her  skills,  she  is  soon  going  to  take 
a class  in  stone  cutting. 

When  asked  if  she  has  any  advice  for 
the  layman  who  is  considering  buying 
precious  gems,  Alison  says,  "The  only 
basic  rule  I can  give,  if  you  don't  know 
much  about  gems,  is  to  know  and  trust 
your  jeweler.  There  are  a lot  of  synthetic 
stones  on  the  market,  and  often  you  need 
instruments  to  tell  the  difference  between 
genuine  and  synthetic.  Another  problem 
is  that  market  prices  are  fluctuating  so 
greatly,  you  or  the  jeweler  must  know  the 
going  prices  in  order  to  judge  whether  or 
not  you  are  being  charged  correctly. 

"Also  watch  out  for  the  terms  'precious' 
and  'semi-precious.'  Gems  are  not  really 
classified  this  way  anymore.  If  you  have  a 
good  amethyst  and  a bad  diamond,  which 
is  more  precious?  It's  either  a gemstone  or 
it's  not." 

These  concerns  were  not  in  Alison's 
mind  at  all  when  she  left  Pine  Manor  in 
1957.  In  fact,  neither  she  nor  her  art 
teacher  at  the  College  (Mr.  Graham  Teller, 
"a  great  teacher  and  a very  funny  man") 
had  much  faith  in  her  creative  talents.  He 
once  jokingly  advised  her  to  go  to  Fanny 
Farmer  Cooking  School,  in  response  to 
one  of  her  uninspired  efforts.  But,  Mr.  Tel- 
ler kept  the  first  thing  she  ever  attempted 
to  do  artistically  with  jewelry  — a drawing 
of  a diamond  necklace  on  a black  back- 
ground. 

After  graduating  from  Pine  Manor, 
Alison  pursued  her  interest  in  medicine  at 
Northeastern,  but  did  not  go  on  to 
graduate  school.  Later,  she  became  one  of 
the  top  amateur  horseback  riders  in  the 


country,  and  traveled  the  world  in  jump- 
ing shows.  When  she  got  married,  she  set- 
tled down  to  keeping  horses  on  their  farm. 
It  was  when  her  two  children,  now  thir- 
teen and  sixteen,  were  four  and  seven,  that 
she  decided  on  jewelry  as  her  profession. 

Coping  with  children,  a full-time  job, 
and  classes,  as  she  did  for  several  years, 
could  only  be  handled  by  a very  dedicated 
person.  "For  two  years,  I was  up  at  five- 
thirty  every  morning.  You  really  have  to 
love  the  business." 

Being  a gemologist  and  goldsmith  is 
creative  and  fulfilling,  as  well  as  helpful  to 
others.  The  opportunities  to  travel  and  to 
meet  the  world's  top  gemologists  have 
provided  Alison  with  some  fascinating  ex- 
periences. Being  a gemologist  has  also 
brought  her  into  contact  with  many  enter- 
tainment personalities. 

For  the  future,  Alison  hopes  to  travel 
more  and  to  open  her  own  store,  "when 
the  children  don't  need  me  as  much."  As  a 
final  tip  for  gem-investors,  Alison  says 
that  the  four  top  stones  on  the  market 
right  now,  in  terms  of  high  value  and  rare 
availability,  are  diamonds,  emeralds, 
rubies,  and  sapphires.  "But  consult  a good 
gemologist  before  buying!"

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In  many  ways,  this  year's  Commence- 
ment on  May  14  was  like  any  other,  as  149 
young  women  received  their  A. A.  degrees. 
But  the  68th  Commencement  was,  in  the 
words  of  President  Rosemary  Ashby,  a 
"landmark  occasion"  for  Pine  Manor  Col- 
lege. For  the  first  time  in  its  history,  the 
College  awarded  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  de- 
gree. Eight  women  received  the  degree, 
which  Pine  Manor  was  authorized  to  con- 
fer in  1977. 

This  year  thus  marks  the  beginning  of  a 
new  era  for  Pine  Manor,  with  six  estab- 
lished B.A.  programs  and  nine  specialized 
A.  A.  programs,  in  addition  to  the  general 
A. A.  program  in  liberal  arts. 


At  both  Convocation  on  Sunday,  May 
13,  and  at  Commencement  on  Monday, 
May  14,  the  speakers  told  today's  young 
women  graduates  to  catch  hold  of  the  op- 
portunities available  to  them.  Both  they 
and  Alexandra  Wright,  President  of  the 
Student  Government,  who  delivered  the 
Salutations,  saw  these  expanding  horizons 
as  both  a blessing  and  a possible  threat. 
Women  must  fight  the  urge  to  take  the 
easy  path  in  the  face  of  almost  limitless 
choice.  Resolution  was  the  theme  of  the 
day. 


Gloria  Schaffer,  member  of  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Board  and  former  Secretary  of 
State  and  state  senator  from  Connecticut, 
spoke  at  Commencement  of  getting 
women  more  fully  involved  in  society,  and 
of  integrating  career  and  marriage,  innova- 
tion and  tradition. 

"Sigmund  Freud  was  asked  what  a ma- 
ture adult  should  be  able  to  do  well.  His 
answer  was  brief  and  deceptively  simple 
— 'lieben  und  arbeiten'  — to  love  and  to 
work." 

Ms.  Schaffer  said  that  there  are  still  ob- 
stacles to  be  overcome  before  women  can 
be  truly  productive  members  of  society 
and  urged  graduates  to  devote  themselves 
to  fighting  these  obstacles. 

"In  societies  where  women  are  second- 
class  citizens,  it  can  be  harder  for  females 
to  arrive  at  a sense  of  psychosocial  iden- 
tity. You  have  arrived  at  mature  adulthood 
at  a time  when  there  are  almost  no  doors 
that  will  not  open  for  you,  given  the  as- 
sumption you  are  willing  to  expend  the 
necessary  effort  to  achieve  your  goals. . . . 
But  lest  you  be  lulled  into  thinking  every- 
thing is  rosy,  let  me  suggest  a few  items  of 
unfinished  business  for  you  to  tackle  . . . 
the  first  being  . . . reconciling  the  new  role 
of  women  with  traditional  societal  values. 

"New  freedoms  have  exacerbated 
societal  ills,"  she  continued.  "The  high 
rate  of  family  breakup  can  be  directly  re- 
lated to  the  increase  of  choices  in  life- 
styles now  available  to  women." 

Passing  the  Equal  Rights  Amendment 
was  also  high  on  Ms.  Schaffer's  list  of 
priorities,  with  economic  inequality  the 
most  important  concern.  "How  quaint, 
how  ridiculous,  that  we  allow  those  who 
play  on  the  real  and  imagined  insecurities 
of  women  to  thwart  constitutional  recog- 
nition of  sexual  equality." 

Two  examples  of  economic  inequality 
are  the  disparity  between  men's  and  wom- 
en's wages  and  the  lack  of  adequate  fund- 
ing for  women's  athletics  (a  circumstance 
which  Ms.  Schaffer  feels  to  be  of  great  sig- 
nificance). 

"Men  have  learned  about  competition 
and  team  play  through  their  traditional 
athletic  activities.  Girls  have  been  ex- 
cluded from  many  of  these  programs. 
Knowing  how  to  compete  and  understand- 
ing the  rules  of  the  game  are  skills  learned 
early  in  life.  Women  need  the  benefits  de- 
rived from  team  sports  just  as  much  as 
men,  if  we  are  to  develop  the  psyche 
necessary  to  compete  effectively  in  our 
free  enterprise  society." 

Finally,  Gloria  Schaffer  urged  young 
women  to  participate  in  politics,  "to  con- 
tribute their  knowledge  and  compassion 
to  the  creation  of  a better  society. 


"Barriers,  self-induced,  keep  too  many 
women  from  having  their  individual  and 
collective  voices  heard  in  the  councils 
where  the  future  is  being  decided.  . . . We 
must  learn  the  art  of  organizing  and  rais- 
ing money  and  encouraging  ourselves  and 
others  of  our  sex  to  get  into  the  fray." 

Alexandra  (Lexie)  Wright  delivered  the 
Salutations  with  dignity  and  feeling,  while 
describing  the  comprehensive  learning  ex- 
perience Pine  Manor  had  been  for  her. 
Rather  than  thinking  she  is  now  set  for 
life,  she  is  "struck  by  how  much  there  is 
to  learn  and  how  much  I don't  know." 

The  most  important  thing  she  has 
learned  at  Pine  Manor,  Lexie  said,  has 
been  the  importance  of  following  through 
with  commitment.  She  concluded  by  ad- 
vising those  A.  A.  graduates  who  are  re- 
turning to  Pine  Manor  for  the  B.A.:  "Don't 
let  yourself  get  into  a relaxed,  nonchalant 
attitude  toward  work  and  toward  expect- 
ing things  of  yourself."  Again,  the  need  for 
resolution  and  serious  application  was 
stressed. 

Convocation  1979 

Dorothy  Wadsworth,  Commissioner  for 
the  New  York  State  Commission  of  Cor- 
rection and  mother  of  Barbara,  '79,  gave 
the  Convocation  address  on  Sunday,  May 
13,  1979.  She,  too,  was  concerned  with  the 
fortitude  needed  to  face  the  new  horizons 
open  to  women  today.  She  felt  that  ambi- 
tion and  determination  are  especially 
needed  by  those  who  have  always  been 
"well-traveled,  well-dressed,  and  well- 
fed,"  with  "no  compelling  reason  to 
achieve." 

"You  are  all  remarkable  young  women. 
With  all  the  disadvantages  that  go  with 
being  advantaged,  with  all  the  hazards  of 
growing  up  in  the  1960s,  and  with  the  pro- 
fusion of  choices  and  freedoms  we  have 
given  you,  you  have  each  made  your  way 
successfully  to  this  weekend  of  celebra- 
tion — and  it's  been  no  simple  victory. 

You  have  done  what  you  set  out  to  do." 

She  reviewed  the  education  and  life 
paths  of  her  daughter  Barbara's  grand- 
mother, mother,  and  older  sister,  compar- 
ing their  limited  and  conventional  choices 
to  Barbara's  freedom  from  the  time  of  high 
school. 

"We  look  back  on  your  high  school 
years  as  no  easy  adventure.  In  fact,  we're 
not  too  sure  how  well  we  would  have 
handled  those  years  — probably  not  nearly 
as  well  as  you  did!  For  none  of  us,  in  our 
time,  had  to  cope  with  Pot  and  Pills,  and 
Pilsner  and  Planned  Parenthood,  and  Per- 
missiveness and  Peer  Pressure." 


Finally,  Ms.  Wadsworth  expressed  a 
hope  that  "given  so  many  attractive 
choices. . .your  sense  of  adventure  about 
any  of  them  will  not  be  anesthetized.  The 
path  of  least  resistance  is  not  only  no  fun 
at  all,  but  you  find  yourself  at  age  fifty,  a 
bored  and  boring  person.  . . . Don't  let  your 
early  sophistication  keep  you  from  the 
joys  of  open  enthusiasms.  Don't  throw  it 
all  away,  like  junk  mail,  without  opening 
it.  If  you  think  you'd  like  it,  go  for  the 
main  event!  — and  I know  that  no  graduat- 
ing class  is  better  prepared  to  do  it  than 
you  are."

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A Determined 
Woman 

A strong  argument  could  be  made 
that  the  most  distinctive  graduate  at  Pine 
Manor's  68  th  Commencement  was  a 
Brookline  mother  of  three.  Shirley  Anne 
Kosasky,  of  Woodland  Road  in  Chestnut 
Hill,  not  only  was  among  the  first  eight 
students  ever  to  receive  the  four-year 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  at  Pine  Manor,  but 
she  also  received  the  Faculty  Award.  This 
is  presented  to  the  B.A.  graduate  with  the 
highest  cumulative  average.  She  holds  still 
another  distinction:  She  is  the  first  B.A. 
student  in  Pine  Manor's  continuing  educa- 
tion program,  the  Open  College.  Attend- 
ing part  time,  it  took  her  six  years  to  attain 
her  B.A.  degree. 

"I'm  a determined  woman,"  says  Shir- 
ley Kosasky.  "Once  I decide  to  do  some- 
thing — that's  it."  Her  decision  to  con- 
tinue her  education  came  in  1973.  "I  heard 
about  the  Open  College  Program  at  a li- 
brary. I thought  about  it,  and  my  husband 
said,  'Why  not  do  it,'  and  I wanted  to,  so  I 
did." 

A Canadian  by  birth,  Ms.  Kosasky 
became  a registered  nurse  in  Ontario.  "I 
wasn't  able  to  go  to  college  when  I was 
younger,  so  I studied  nursing."  Although 
registered  in  another  state,  she  could  not 
get  certified  by  Massachusetts  with  her 
former  credentials.  "In  the  middle  of  at- 
tending Pine  Manor  and  raising  a family,  I 
had  to  study  for  Massachusetts  certifica- 
tion. That  took  me  nine  months." 

Shirley  Kosasky  majored  in  art  history 
at  Pine  Manor.  Why  art  history?  "Well, 
my  husband  and  I have  always  been  in- 
terested in  art,  and  I wanted  to  know  more 
about  it."  She  loved  being  a part  of  college 
life.  "After  I completed  the  course  for  the 
Associates  degree,  I decided  to  get  my 
Bachelor  of  Arts." 
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She  and  her  husband  Harold,  a doctor, 
have  three  children:  Julia,  17;  Leah,  15; 
and  Robert,  11.  Although  Ms.  Kosasky 
took  as  many  as  four  courses  in  one 
semester,  she  never  felt  the  pressure  of 
studying  and  raising  a family  to  be  too 
great.  "While  I had  to  adjust  my  life,"  she 
says,  "my  studying  never  interfered  with 
my  family."  "Adjust"  she  did,  sometimes 
getting  up  at  five  o'clock  in  the  morning  to 
study.  "But  I loved  it." 

On  campus,  Shirley  Kosasky  felt  quite 
comfortable  and  made  some  good  friends. 
The  Open  College  women  developed  a 
special  kind  of  relationship  among  them- 
selves. "The  older  women  seemed  more 
determined,  more  interested.  Whenever  I 
looked  around  in  class  and  saw  an  empty 
seat,  I always  felt  sorry  for  the  student 
who  had  missed  the  lecture.  I think  some- 
times the  younger  women  didn't  know 
what  they  were  missing."  Ms.  Kosasky, 
however,  did  establish  friendships  with 
the  younger  students.  "They  still  come  to 
visit  us."  She  also  found  the  instructors 
very  helpful.  "They  were  there  if  I needed 
them." 


Ms.  Kosasky  feels  that  her  going  to  col- 
lege set  a good  example  for  her  children. 
"My  children  saw  that  determination  can 
get  you  somewhere,  although  they  are 
quite  motivated  anyway."  She  adds  that 
her  children  not  only  supported  her,  but 
were  also  very  proud. 

Ms.  Kosasky's  future  plans  are  still  un- 
decided. Her  next  step  is  a trip  to  Europe 
in  the  fall.  "I  had  promised  my  mother 
that  I would  take  this  trip  with  her,  and 
that's  what  I'll  be  doing  in  September. 
After  that,  I'll  talk  to  my  advisor  at  Pine 
Manor  about  the  possibility  of  a master's 
degree."  Whether  she  studies  for  another 
degree  or  not,  Shirley  Kosasky  is  certain 
that  she  will  be  involved  with  education 
either  as  a student  or  as  a teacher.  "Col- 
lege was  so  rewarding,  so  fulfilling,  I 
don't  ever  want  to  get  totally  away  from 
learning."

Awards 

Demonstrating  just  how  prepared  the 
class  of  79  is  for  success  in  later  life  are 
the  number  and  variety  of  honors  and 
awards  presented  to  graduates. 

At  Convocation,  Deans'  awards  were 
presented  to  eleven  graduates  for  their 
outstanding  contributions  to  the  life  and 
spirit  of  Pine  Manor  College:  Sarah  Chase 
Acer,  Allison  Ake,  Eileen  Donahue,  Lucy 
Eyre,  Bette  Ann  Ferris,  Alice  Hayes, 
Monique  Marie  Janian,  Teresa  Kucia, 
Alexandra  Maragopoulou,  Willoughby 
Gage  Meyns,  and  Carole  Pelletier. 

At  Commencement,  20  of  the  149  stu- 
dents who  received  the  Associate  in  Arts 
degree  graduated  with  honors  by  earning  a 
cumulative  grade-point  average  of  3.0;  6 
received  high  honors  by  earning  a cumula- 
tive average  of  3.4.  One  of  the  eight 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  recipients 
graduated  with  high  honors. 

Students  who  were  outstanding  in  par- 
ticular academic  or  extracurricular  areas 
were  presented  with  certificates,  books, 
and  in  some  cases,  silver  bowls,  in  honor 
of  their  achievement. 

Regina  Santos  received  the  President's 
Cup,  given  only  seven  times  in  the  last 
eleven  years,  in  recognition  of  outstanding 
citizenship,  academic  achievement,  and 
College  spirit.  "She  illustrates  all  that  can 
be  gained  from  a Pine  Manor  education," 
said  President  Rosemary  Ashby.  Regina 
also  received  the  departmental  awards  for 
excellence  in  the  study  of  French  and  in 
the  study  of  the  biological  sciences. 

Eva  Lopez-Davidson  received  the  Marie 
Warren  Potter  Award  as  the  A.  A.  graduate 
with  the  highest  cumulative  academic 
record.  Eva  was  also  presented  with  the 
departmental  awards  for  excellence  in  the 
study  of  French  literature  and  in  mathe- 
matics. 


A new  award,  the  Pine  Manor  College 
Faculty  Award  for  the  highest  academic 
record  among  the  B.A.  graduates,  was  pre- 
sented to  Shirley  Kosasky,  an  Open  Col- 
lege student  and  a recipient  of  a B.A.  de- 
gree in  Art  History. 

Louise  Quirk  received  the  Camille  M. 
Roth  Memorial  Lacrosse  Award,  given  in 
memory  of  Camie  Roth,  77,  who  was 
killed  in  an  automobile  accident  in  the 
summer  of  1977.

Sarah  Henderson's  summer  in  Europe 
should  give  her  some  new  perspectives  on 
her  concentration  in  American  Civiliza- 
tion.

Fifth  Avenue  in  New  York  as  a junior 
executive. 

Shirley  Kosasky  is  the  first  Open  Col- 
lege student  to  receive  a B.A.  degree.  Her 
concentration  was  Art  History.  (See  the  re- 
lated story,  “A  Determined  Woman.") 
Jeanne  McCarron,  a recipient  of  a degree 
in  Human  Development,  is  interested  in 
advertising,  public  relations,  personnel, 


and  marketing.  "No  more  school  for  me 
just  now,"  says  Jeanne.  "I  want  to  look 
around  and  see  what  kind  of  training  I'll 
need  for  any  future  job  I might  want." 

A student  who  changed  her  goals  and 
interests  in  mid-stream,  Suzanne  Nagle's 
experience  illustrates  the  value  of  a liberal 
arts  program  which  allows  the  student  to 
take  many  electives.  Suzanne  initially  was 
interested  in  history,  and  by  her  Junior 
year  was  in  the  American  Civilization 
Program.  However,  after  taking  several 
courses  in  biology,  she  discovered  she 
loved  science,  too.  "It  came  as  a surprise, 
because  I didn't  like  science  in  high 
school,"  she  says.  "But  my  physiology  and 
genetics  courses  at  Pine  Manor  were  fan- 
tastic." 

Although  Suzanne  graduated  with  a de- 
gree in  American  Civilization,  she  is  well 
on  the  way  toward  a career  in  medicine. 
Her  plan  at  the  moment  is  to  apply  to  the 
M.B.A.  Program  in  Health  Administration 
at  B.U. 

Robin  Friedman  completed  her  course 
work  for  a degree  in  English:  Writing  and 
Literature  in  January  and  is  therefore  Pine 
Manor's  first  B.A.  degree  graduate.  She 
plans  to  move  to  New  York  City  in  Sep- 
tember, get  some  experience  in  the  gar- 
ment industry,  and  eventually  enter  an 
executive  retail  program  in  one  of  the  large 
department  stores. 

Is  her  English  degree  related  to  a busi- 
ness career?  She  says,  "I  think  English 
skills  can  be  applied  to  any  career.  I would 
suggest,  however,  that  an  English  student 
take  one  or  two  business  courses.  I have 
no  regrets  about  studying  English  — I 
loved  the  English  department  at  Pine 
Manor  and  really  got  a lot  out  of  it."

Business  Program  Receives  Gift  from 
Annenberg  Fund 

A grant  of  $25,000  has  been  received 
from  the  Annenberg  Fund  to  help  launch 
Pine  Manor's  new  Business  Management 
Program.  The  gift  comes  through  the  of- 
fices of  the  Honorable  Walter  Annenberg 
and  his  daughter  Wallis  Annenberg,  '59. 
Wallis  is  a newly  appointed  member  of 
the  Business  Management  Visiting 
Committee  which  has  been  established 
to  assist  the  College  in  the  further  de- 
velopment and  implementation  of  the 
new  B.A.  Program. 


This  coming  fall  Pine  Manor  students 
can  look  forward  to  a new  academic  op- 
tion: the  addition  of  a B.A.  Program  in 
Business  Management.  Ten  years  ago, 
when  cross-registration  with  Babson  Col- 
lege began,  an  occasional  brave  but  maver- 
ick student  would  take  herself  over  to 
Babson  Park  for  "General  Management" 
or  "Managerial  Accounting."  This  grew, 
and  three  years  ago  Pine  Manor  decided  to 
offer  a year  of  accounting,  as  well  as  a pair 
of  management  courses,  on  our  own  cam- 
pus. From  the  beginning,  they  were  well 
enrolled,  as  were  the  expanding  offerings 
in  economics  (the  total  now  is  six).  Stu- 
dent interest  in  a career  in  business  was 
and  continues  to  be  on  the  march.  Among 
entering  Freshmen,  it  has  replaced  educa- 
tion as  the  favored  field  of  study;  among 
transferring  A. A.  graduates  in  1978,  it  tied 
English  as  the  top  choice  of  major.  Foreign 
students  are  especially  interested  in  study- 
ing business. 

But  many  of  those  attracted  to  business 
were  uncertain  what  it  was,  what  the 
skills  were  for  success,  and  whether  or  not 
they  had  them.  Furthermore,  they  liked 
their  other,  more  traditional  liberal  arts 
courses,  too.  A typical  school  of  business, 
they  discovered,  calls  for  early  specializa- 
tion and  total  commitment.  Was  this  too 
large  a step,  too  fast?  Would  it  be  satisfy- 
ing and  productive  for  them  in  the  long 
run? 

With  these  considerations  in  mind,  an 
ad  hoc  faculty  committee  went  to  work 
and  this  spring  presented  to  the  faculty 
and  trustees  for  approval  a combination 
A.A.  and  B.A.  Program,  one  that  combines 
the  standard  building  blocks  of  a business 
curriculum  with  major  amounts  of  time 
for  elective  work  to  match  the  student's 
individual  bent.  In  her  first  two  years  in 
the  major,  the  student  takes  a core  of  basic 
subjects  — economics,  accounting,  busi- 
ness, and  introduction  to  computers  — 
but  nine  of  her  sixteen  courses  are  in  other 
areas,  including  the  liberal  arts. 

Upon  earning  her  A.A.  degree,  the 
student  may  either  work,  transfer  to  a 
standard  business  program  at  another 
four-year  college,  or  remain  at  Pine  Manor 
for  a liberal  arts  approach  to  preparation 
for  business.  Among  the  new  courses,  she 
will  find  marketing,  business  law,  finance, 
money  and  banking,  business  history,  in- 
ternational economics,  statistics,  business 
policy  and  strategy,  and  organizational 
behavior. 

She  is  sure  to  be  tempted  by  an  Intern- 
ship in  the  Boston  area  as  well.  The  Pro- 
gram requires  only  twelve  courses  in 
Business  Management  (all  B.A.  Programs 
are  similarly  limited).  She  is  free  to  take 


more,  but  she  is  equally  encouraged  to 
take  other  subjects  of  her  choice  — music 
or  art,  writing  and  communications, 
modern  languages,  the  sciences,  psychol- 
ogy, or  sociology  — all  of  which  make  a 
richer  person  and  build  a better  base  for 
business. 

In  short,  the  student  herself  decides  just 
how  much  work  she  wishes  in  business, 
and  what  sort,  as  well  as  the  other  areas 
she  wants  to  develop.  She  will  make  a bet- 
ter decision  on  her  college  education  that 
way. 

Few  fields  today  offer  as  much  promise 
and  challenge  to  young  women  as  busi- 
ness. Pine  Manor's  new  Program  allows 


the  student  to  nourish  her  interest  at  a 
pace  and  to  a degree  uniquely  suited  to 
her.  The  other  150  courses  in  the  College's 
curriculum  remain  open  to  her,  and  over 
the  four  years  she  has  room  for  18  of  them, 
an  impressive  56  per  cent  of  her  work. 
Business  Management  is  a new  venture  for 
the  College,  but  it  incorporates  the  same 
personalized,  broad-based  educational  phi- 
losophy that  has  always  characterized 
Pine  Manor. 

Faculty  and  staff  are  currently  at  work 
on  the  new  teaching  positions  for  this 
major,  on  developing  a computer  capacity 
for  the  College,  and  on  the  establishment 
of  a Board  of  Advisors  from  among  Pine 
Manor's  alumnae,  parents,  and  the  busi- 
ness community  of  Boston.

United 
Nations  for 
Students 


International  politics  is  one  area  in 
which  women,  even  in  recent  years,  have 
not  been  very  much  involved.  But  with  the 
growing  numbers  of  women  entering  law 
school  and  with  the  complexity  of  interna- 
tional relations,  foreign  affairs  are  becom- 
ing of  more  significance  to  women. 

Each  year,  several  Pine  Manor  students 
are  introduced  to  international  politics  by 
taking  part  in  simulated  debates  and  in 
discussions  of  political  and  economic  is- 
sues. For  the  past  nine  years,  Pine  Manor 
has  sent  a delegation  of  students  to  the 
National  Model  United  Nations  in  New 
York. 

"Two  developments  made  the  1979 
simulation  exercise  a notable  one  for  Pine 
Manor,"  says  Karl  Lautenschlager,  faculty 
advisor  to  the  Pine  Manor  delegation  and 
Instructor  in  Political  Science.  First, 
thanks  to  financial  assistance  from  an 
alumna,  the  size  of  the  delegation  was  in- 
creased from  five  to  six  students.  Second, 
the  larger  delegation  qualified  Pine  Manor 
to  apply  for  some  of  the  more  important 
countries  in  the  United  Nations.  Pine 
Manor  was  selected  to  represent  the 
Socialist  Republic  of  Vietnam. 

The  six  students  who  represented 
Vietnam  were:  Kate  Boynton,  Peggy 
Fisher,  Deirdre  Gentile,  Terry  Kucia, 

Isabel  Royer,  and  Alexandra  Wright. 

"What  the  Model  U.N.  gives  students 
that  a classroom  can't,"  says  Dr. 
Lautenschlager,  "are  participation,  in- 
stead of  just  reading  and  writing,  and  wit- 
nessing firsthand  the  dynamics  between 
political  groups  of  various  kinds.  The 
magnitude  and  the  rich  perspective  of  in- 
ternational problems  are  things  that  can't 
be  conveyed  in  class.  For  instance,  the  in- 
teraction between  country  blocs  and  the 
working  of  power  politics  amaze  the  stu- 
dents every  year.  They've  studied  interna- 
tional politics  but  they  really  understand 
it  only  after  experiencing  it." 
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At  the  Model  U.N.,  delegates  from  col- 
leges and  universities  throughout  the 
country  represent  a particular  nation  and 
act  as  members  of  U.N.  organizations  and 
committees  in  mock  sessions  of  the  real 
United  Nations.  They  participate  in  the 
debate  and  negotiation  of  such  interna- 
tional issues  as  trade,  defense,  and  human 
rights  with  student  delegates  representing 
other  nations. 

When  the  meetings  recessed,  the  stu- 
dents were  able  to  take  a guided  tour  of  the 
real  United  Nations,  completing  their 
U.N.  experience. 

The  opening  session  on  the  first  evening 
in  New  York  featured  a keynote  address  by 
Ambassador  Melissa  F.  Wells,  the  United 
States  Representative  on  the  Economic 
and  Social  Council,  one  of  the  major  or- 
gans of  the  United  Nations.  Ambassador 
Wells  has  been  a career  Foreign  Service 
Officer  since  1958.  Dr.  Lautenschlager 
says  she  was  of  particular  interest  to  Pine 
Manor  students  as  an  example  of  a suc- 
cessful woman  in  the  field  of  international 
affairs. 

"The  students  put  a considerable 
amount  of  effort  into  preparing  for  the 
Model  U.N.,  all  on  their  own  time,"  says 
Dr.  Lautenschlager.  "Their  enthusiasm 
made  this  year's  conference  a success  for 
all  six  delegates.  As  representatives  of  a 
controversial  country,  they  found  the  ex- 
perience especially  stimulating  as  well  as 
educational." 


Involve- 
ment with 
the  Sea

“The  world  is  mostly  water.  We  live  on 
a water  planet,  and  most  of  our  food  is 
going  to  come  from  the  ocean  in  the  next 
fifty  to  one  hundred  years",  said  Francis 
W.  Sargent,  Jr.,  at  the  Dane  Science  Lec- 
ture on  April  30,  1979.  More  than  one 
hundred  people  crowded  the  lecture  room 
in  College  Hall  at  Pine  Manor  to  hear  Mr. 
Sargent  say  that  time  is  running  out  for 
our  ocean's  ability  to  support  life. 

Environmentalist,  ocean  expert,  and 
filmmaker,  Mr.  Sargent  is  president  of 
both  the  Cape  Cod  Marine  Center  and  Ter- 
racoeur  Films,  Inc.  His  ocean  experience 
includes  representing  the  Sierra  Club  at 
the  Law  of  the  Seas  Conference  in 
Caracas,  visiting  daily  for  one  month  a 
Soviet  fishing  trawler,  and  spending  six 
months  aboard  a Woods  Hole  Oceano- 
graphic Research  vessel  off  the  coasts  of 
Africa  and  South  America. 

A graduate  of  Harvard  College  and  the 
Fletcher  School  of  International  Law,  the 
son  of  the  former  governor  of  Massachu- 
setts has  produced  ocean  segments  for 
NBC's  "First  Tuesday."  He  has  also  made 
films  on  the  peace  demonstrations  in 
Washington  and  Boston,  the  mating  habits 
of  sharks,  and  the  behavior  of  the  Rhesus 
monkey. 

Mr.  Sargent  showed  slides  of  his  ocean- 
related  experiences  and  told  stories  rang- 
ing from  Russian  fishermen  to  ocean  pol- 
lution. "In  essence,  there  is  a film  of  oil 
over  the  whole  Atlantic",  he  said.  "We 
must  cultivate  the  vast  resources  of  the 
ocean.  A bay  such  as  Cape  Cod  is  about 
ten  times  more  productive  than  the  aver- 
age wheat  field." 

During  a reception  after  the  lecture,  Mr. 
Sargent  described  how  he  and  his  wife 
lived  on  Cape  Cod  as  "eco-freaks,"  can- 
ning, conserving,  and  recycling  whenever 
they  could.  "But  after  a while,"  he  said, 
"we  got  frustrated  living  like  that.  I 
realized  that  something  had  to  be  done 
at  a governmental  level."

He  noted  that  on  a worldwide  basis, 
conservation  can  at  best  only  buy  time  for 
the  planet,  time  which  must  be  used  to 
explore  alternative  energy  sources.  Safe 
technology,  such  as  solar  energy,  could  be 
an  energy  force  by  using  a laser  to  collect 
solar  rays  in  space  and  to  beam  them 
down  to  a collecting  station  in  the  ocean 
which  would  then  use  the  energy  to  pro- 
duce electricity. 

Several  students  asked  Mr.  Sargent  how 
to  enter  the  developing  field  of  oceanog- 
raphy. He  suggested  work  as  a research  as- 
sistant without  pay  at  a program  such  as 
Earthwatch  in  Belmont.  "Getting  experi- 
ence now  is  the  only  way  to  obtain  a posi- 
tion in  the  field  later." 

Other  non-scientific  areas  are  also  rele- 
vant to  ocean  exploration.  "Students  in- 
terested in  legal  work  or  those  with  good 
writing  skills  can  find  a place  in  ocean- 
related  work",  he  said. 

Mr.  Sargent  went  on  to  discuss  the  ex- 
citing developments  in  ocean  research, 
such  as  harvesting  kelp,  a fast-growing 
product  of  the  sea,  and  using  it  to  produce 
methane  gas  and  other  fuels. 

Whether  he  is  talking  about  new  ocean 
technology  or  describing  the  strange  life 
forms  of  the  deep,  Francis  Sargent's  total 
involvement  with  the  sea  is  apparent. 


Arts  at  Pine 
Manor 


Performing  Arts 

That  the  Arts  are  alive  and  well  at  Pine 
Manor  College  is  shown  by  the  number 
and  variety  of  visiting  performers  who 
came  to  the  campus  this  year. 

The  1978-1979  Performing  Arts  Program 
got  off  to  a promising  start  in  September, 
when  the  Dance  Collective  came  to  the 
College.  This  modern  dance  company 
creates  and  performs  original  pieces. 
Mahala  Tillinghast,  '66,  Chairman  of  the 
Division  of  Fine  and  Performing  Arts,  es- 
timates that  350  people  were  in  atten- 
dance, including  many  of  Pine  Manor's 
neighbors. 

On  October  1,  Peter  Amott,  an  interna- 
tionally acclaimed  marioneteer  and  trans- 
lator, gave  a solo  performance  of  Sopho- 
cles' “Antigone,"  using  his  own  transla- 
tion of  the  play  from  the  original  Greek. 
His  presentations  of  classical  drama  with 
marionettes  and  small  scale  reproductions 
of  the  Greek  stage  show  how  the  mari- 
onette theatre  can  reproduce  Greek 
drama. 


Mr.  Amott  is  Chairman  of  the  Drama 
Department  at  Tufts  University.  In  1948, 
he  founded  the  Marionette  Theatre  of 
Peter  Amott,  particularly  for  the  re- 
creation of  works  from  the  Greek  and 
Roman  repertory.  He  has  performed 
throughout  Great  Britain  and  was  com- 
missioned by  the  Classical  Association  of 
Great  Britain  to  do  a marionette  produc- 
tion of  Aristophanes'  “Birds."  In  addition, 
he  has  performed  at  major  universities 
across  the  U.S. 

Later  in  October,  as  a change  of  pace, 
the  Zaitchik  Brothers  Band  played  a blend 
of  blues,  jazz,  and  rock  at  Ellsworth  Hall. 

Pine  Manor  was  also  the  host  for  two 
performances  by  Ditirambo,  a Spanish 
avant-garde  acting  troupe  from  Madrid. 
The  event  was  sponsored  by  the  Pine 
Manor  Spanish  Department,  the  Circulo 
Espanol  (Spanish  Club),  and  the  Speakers 
and  Programs  Committee  in  conjunction 
with  the  Spanish  Consulate  in  Boston.  Di- 
tirambo Teatro  Estudio  was  founded  at  the 
Academy  of  Dramatic  Art  in  Madrid. 

From  1972  until  the  present,  the  company 
has  given  more  than  450  performances  at 
many  international  festivals,  including 
the  International  Festival  at  the  Sorbonne 
in  Paris,  the  Festival  in  Erlangen,  West 
Germany,  and  the  Festival  of  Venice.  The 
group  is  considered  to  be  one  of  the  most 
important  in  modern  Spanish  theatre. 

In  February,  the  Extension  Division 
Opera  Workshop  of  the  New  England 
Conservatory  presented  "An  Evening  of 
Opera  Scenes."  The  opera  evening  in- 
cluded works  from  “The  Marriage  of  Fig- 
aro," “Don  Pasquale,"  “Manon,"  and 
“Fidelio." 

Also  in  February  and  again  in  May,  the 
Apple  Hill  Chamber  Players  brought  even 
more  classical  music  to  the  campus.  The 
group  played  selections  by  Mozart,  Botte- 
sini,  Bruch,  and  Brahms. 
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The  Dance  Collective  perform  “ Optiks ” by 
Ruth  Wheeler  at  Pine  Manor.

In  May,  the  MJT  Dance  Company  per- 
formed a modem  dance  interpretation  of 
the  classic  fairy  tale  "Little  Red  Riding 
Hood."  Featured  were  three  guest  perfor- 
mers from  the  Boston  Ballet  Company,  ac- 
companied by  composer/pianist  Minuetta 
Kessler,  who  composed  the  original  score. 

"The  purpose  of  bringing  visiting  per- 
formances to  the  campus,"  says  Will 
Stackman,  the  Technical  Director  and 
Program  Coordinator  for  the  A. A.  degree 
Program  in  Theatre  Arts,  "is  to  encourage 
our  students  to  take  advantage  of  the  rich 
cultural  resources  of  the  Boston  area  and 
to  give  them  a small  taste  of  what  the  city 
has  to  offer." 

Plans  are  already  under  way  for  bringing 
an  exciting,  full  program  to  Pine  Manor 
College  next  year.  Ms.  Tillinghast  hopes 
to  have  "more  chamber  music  and  con- 
certs" because  of  the  wealth  of  talented 
musicians  to  draw  from  in  the  area.  She 
concludes  by  saying,  "I  would  like  to  see 
Ellsworth  Hall  become  a performing  arts 
center  for  the  community.  It's  a good  way 
for  our  neighbors  to  become  better  ac- 
quainted with  our  facilities,  as  well  as 
with  the  College  itself." 


American  Institute 
of  Textile  Arts 

The  American  Institute  of  Textile  Arts 
at  Pine  Manor  College  held  its  second  an- 
nual National  Textile  Arts  Assembly  in 
June.  More  than  one  hundred  and  forty 
participants  came  from  as  far  as  California 
and  Canada  for  five  days  of  lectures,  work- 
shops, tours,  and  seminars  in  areas  of  the 
textile  arts.  Enthusiastic  reviews  by  both 
teachers  and  students  testify  to  the  As- 
sembly's success,-  many  participants  have 
already  preregistered  for  next  year. 

The  Assembly  gathers  together  those 
who  are  seriously  interested  in  textiles, 
needlework,  the  history  of  decorative  arts, 
and  conservation  and  preservation  of  tex- 
tiles and  costumes. 

"The  aspect  of  our  Assembly  that 
makes  it  so  popular, " says  Mildred  Davis, 
A.I.T.A.  Director  and  Coordinator  of  the 
Assembly,  "is  its  professional  and  aca- 
demic focus.  These  people  want  in-depth 
workshops  and  serious  study  of  the  vari- 
ous textile  arts,  and  the  National  Textile 
Arts  Assembly  provides  that." 

Thirty-two  workshops,  in  both  two-day 
and  four-day  sessions,  were  offered  on 
"Basic  Conservation/Preservation  of  His- 
toric Textiles  and  Costumes,"  "Under- 
standing Fibers  and  Threads,"  "Drawing 
for  Textile  Artists,"  "The  Language  of  De- 
sign," "Procedures  in  Education,"  and 
"The  History  of  Embroidered  Textiles,"  to 
name  a few.

There  were  lectures,  special  exhibits  of 
Advanced  Professional  Studies  candidates' 
work  and  the  A.I.T.A.'s  historic  textile 
collection,  and  tours  of  the  Boston 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  historic  Deerfield, 
and  Gore  Place  in  Waltham. 

Dr.  Rodman  Flenry,  Art  History  Instruc- 
tor and  Curator  of  Fine  Arts  at  Pine 
Manor,  gave  a lecture  on  "Roughwood  and 
Its  History."  Roughwood  was  the  estate 
name  for  the  Ferry  Administration  Build- 
ing before  it  was  bought  by  Pine  Manor 
College. 

Most  participants  were  accommodated 
on  the  Pine  Manor  campus  during  the  Tex- 
tile Arts  Assembly,  and  some  even 
brought  their  families,  who  went  sight- 
seeing in  Boston  and  played  tennis  on  the 
Pine  Manor  courts. 

One  participant's  comment  to  Mildred 
Davis  at  the  end  of  the  Assembly  sums  up 
the  value  of  the  American  Institute  of  Tex- 
tile Arts  and  its  programs  for  textile  arts 
enthusiasts,  students,  and  teachers: 

"I  can't  get  over  how  the  A.I.T.A.  has 
grown  in  scope  during  the  past  year.  You 
and  Rosemary  Ashby  are  to  be  congratu- 
lated. The  National  Textile  Arts  Assembly 
is  becoming  the  most  important  assembly 
of  its  kind  in  the  East,  and  probably  in  the 
country." 

In  March,  a former  student  of  the 
A.I.T.A.'s  Advanced  Professional  Studies 
Program  received  a grant  from  the  Na- 
tional Educational  Sorority  for  the  best 
teaching  presentation  in  any  form  of  the 
needle  arts.  Muriel  Sullivan  was  the  first 
teacher  of  textile  arts  to  be  honored  by  the 
Sorority. 

The  American  Institute  of  Textile  Arts 
will  be  presenting  ten-week  and  several 
shorter  workshops  in  the  fall,  as  well  as 
Special  Programs  in  the  Arts,  on  "The 
American  China  Trade,"  "The  Culture 
and  Arts  of  Japan,"  and  "A  Tour  to  Winter- 
thur."

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Antiques 

Symposium 


In  conjunction  with  the  1979 
Alumnae-Reunion  Weekend,  the  Alum- 
nae Office  of  Pine  Manor  held  an  Antiques 
for  Investment  and  Enjoyment  Sym- 
posium on  Thursday  and  Friday,  May  17 
and  18. 


Ms.  Butts  was  followed  by  Margaret 
Taylor,  who  discussed  folk  art  and  itiner- 
ant face  painters  from  1790  to  1850.  She 
pointed  out  that  the  characteristically 
styled  portraits  of  this  period  are  the  only 
visual  records  we  have  of  how  people 
looked,  because,  of  course,  there  was  no 
photography. 

Richard  Dana,  a jewelry  designer  and 
appraiser  for  twenty-two  years,  talked 
about  antiques  and  estate  jewelry,  and  ex- 
plained how  stones  and  gems  are  analyzed 
and  appraised. 

Therese  Greenblatt,  an  antiques  dealer 
specializing  in  silver,  concentrated  on 
American  pieces  and  the  unique  qualities 
of  American  coin  silver.  After  her  talk, 

Ms.  Greenblatt  discussed  silver  pieces  be- 
longing to  members  of  the  audience  and 
identified  the  historical  periods  and  places 
in  which  they  were  made. 

On  Thursday  evening,  Dr.  Rodman 
Henry,  Art  Historian  and  Curator  of  Fine 
Arts  at  Pine  Manor  College,  gave  a slide 
presentation  on  the  history,  architecture, 
and  interior  design  of  the  older  structures 
on  the  Pine  Manor  campus,  with  emphasis 
on  the  Ferry  Administration  Building. 

Fine  arts  insurance  and  the  procedure  to 
follow  in  case  of  a loss  was  the  topic  pre- 
sented on  Friday  by  Jack  Bruce,  an  account 
executive  with  OBrion  Russell,  the  largest 
insurance  agency  in  New  England. 

Finally,  Nancy  Hartford,  associated 
with  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  since  1951, 
gave  a slide  presentation  on  the  changing 
style  of  American  furniture  from  early 
Colonial  days  through  the  Federal  period. 

"The  success  of  the  Symposium  demon- 
strates that  people  are  eager  to  leam  about 
antiques  as  objects  for  enjoyment  and  in- 
vestment," says  Jane  Christopher,  Direc- 
tor of  Alumnae  Relations  and  Coordinator 
of  the  Symposium.  "These  kinds  of  semi- 
nars are  both  educational  and  practical, 
and  give  women  the  opportunity  to  hear 
the  advice  of  experts." 

The  Antiques  for  Investment  and  En- 
joyment Symposium  was  the  second  such 
program  offered  to  Pine  Manor  alumnae 
and  friends  in  the  past  year.  "Money  Man- 
agement in  Today's  Economy:  Protecting 
Your  Money  Tree"  was  presented  in  Oc- 
tober, 1978.  Because  of  the  positive  re- 
sponse to  both  offerings,  the  College  is 
planning  a third  symposium  on  taxes  on 
October  3, 1979.

More  than  sixty  people  attended  the 
Symposium,  including  twenty  Alumnae 
who  returned  to  the  campus  for  this  event, 
Authorities  in  several  different 
categories  of  antiques  discussed  how  fine 
collectibles  can  be  appreciated  both  for 
their  beauty  and  for  their  future  invest- 
ment value. 

The  Symposium  began  Thursday  morn- 
ing with  a presentation  on  porcelain  and 
painting  by  Miriam  Butts,  an  adjunct  lec- 
turer at  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  of  Bos- 
ton. She  highlighted  the  New  England 
Collection  of  porcelain  while  providing  a 
comprehensive  overview  of  the  China 
Trade.

Annual  Fund 

Pine  Manor  had  not  one,  but  two, 
phonathons  this  year,  raising  a total  of 
$30,419  toward  the  Annual  Fund.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  annual  Boston  phonathon,  held 
April  23-26  in  the  Founder's  Room  of  the 
Ferry  Administration  Building,  the  first 
phonathon  ever  held  off  campus  took 
place  in  Chicago,  March  20  and  21.  Spon- 
sored by  the  Chicago  area  alumnae  group 
and  coordinated  by  Chicago  Area  Chair- 
man Suzanne  Tobey  Smart,  '52,  the 
Chicago  phonathon  raised  $5,560  in 
pledges  — a good  response  for  a first-time 
event.  The  Chicago  phonathon  was  held  in 
the  downtown  offices  of  Pine  Manor 
trustee,  John  E.  Miller. 

The  fiscal  year  ended  on  June  30,  1979, 
and  by  May  23,  Pine  Manor  was  already 
ahead  of  its  $180,000  goal,  with  a total  of 
$187,505  raised  in  unrestricted  gifts  and 
pledges  from  alumnae,  parents,  and 
others. 

The  Associates  Program,  designed  to  at- 
tract donors  who  contribute  $1,000  or 
more  to  the  Annual  Fund,  had  contributed 
$86,271  to  the  Fund  by  May  23.  There 
were  73  Associates  at  that  time,  with  only 
seven  to  go  to  reach  the  goal  of  80  As- 
sociates by  June  30.
